Minutes - 18 June 2010 


The June Meeting of the Fort 
Wayne Radio Club was held at the 
Good Shepherd United Methodist 
Church on 18 June 2010 with club 
president Tom Baker, N9TB serving as host. There were 
about 30 persons present. 


Old Business: 

Tom started the meeting with the pledge of alle- 
giance and followed this by having all in attendance in- 
troduce themselves and their calls. 

Since the May meeting was the Spring Banquet, 
there was no business meeting and thus no minutes. 

Bob Streeter was absent but provided data for the 
Treasurer report. As of 18 June 2010 the club had re- 
alized an income of $2,063.47 year-to-date, expenses 
year-to-date of $2,827.16, $70.30 cash in hand, and 
$6,701.23 in checking/savings. 

Tom Baker reported that the VHF QSO party held 
at the IPFW parking garage went well. The party-goers 
chalked up 182 contacts, 83 grid squares and garnered 
about 16,000 points. A good time was had by all, nobody 
got hurt, and the IPFW campus was left undamaged. 


New Business: 

Tom Baker announced that the subject of the July 
meeting will include a critique of Field Day, and the 
August meeting will feature the Tailgate Hamfest in the 
church parking lot. 

Joseph Lawrence, KORFZ noted that Allen County 
took first place in last October’s Simulated Emergency 
Test as reported in the July, 2010 issue of QST. He also 
noted that there would be a statewide RACES drill on 
17 July. Allen County RACES will activate its Comm. 
Center from the EOC with local activity commencing 
on the 146.940 MHz machine at 8:30 a.m., and state- 
wide activity at 9:00 a.m. 

Al Biddle, KOFW announced the availability of 
switching mode power supplies on eBay. They are 
spec’d at 115 VAC in, 10-13.8 VDC out @ 30 amps 
continuous and are brand new. He scanned the unit he 
procured over the VHF and UHF bands and found them 
free of birdies. They can be acquired at $65.00 each, or 
at $55.00 each if we purchase 10 or more. Al started a 
list of those interested and will get back to them if we 
get the quantity up to 10 or more. 

Carole Burke, WB9RUS reported that she has 
organized the ever popular Hog Roast for Field Day 
again this year. The menu will consist of BBQ Pork, 
Baked Beans, Potato Salad and her world famous Sau- 
erkraut. The club will proved plates and utensils. At- 
tendees should bring drinks and a carry in desert. And 
you should bring a lawn or camp chair and if you can, 
a folding table because table facilities are limited at the 
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O’Day Rd. Field Day site. The meal will commence be- 
tween 5:00 and 5:30 p.m. and the cost will be a paltry 
$10.00 per person. (What a deal). 

Steve Nardin, W9SAN proposed that the club in- 
vest in a replacement trailer. The existing unit is too 
small and is in worsening shape. After some discus- 
sion, a motion from the floor was put forward to allocate 
$1,000.00 from the treasury in anticipation of acquiring 
a suitable unit. The motion was seconded and put to a 
vote which passed in the affirmative. Tom Baker stated 
that the development of a set of specifications and steps 
toward procurement of a new trailer would be put on the 
Board of Directors agenda. 

Steve Nardin gave an Echo-Link progress report. 
The Echo-Link software has been installed on the PC 
we will use at the node, and has been interfaced with 
a representative R/T at a test setup out at Jim Pliett’s 
(K9OMA) QTH. A “W9TE-R” Echo-Link node has 
been authenticated with the folks at Echo-Link. What 
remains is to integrate the controller into the setup, 
check the controller programming, and then haul the 
whole thing up to the 146.910 site at IPFW. 

Following the business meeting a presentation on 
Field Day plans and preparation was provided by Steve 
Nardin and Tom Baker.

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June 2010 ACARTS Board Meet- 
ing Minutes 


The meeting was called to 
order by Vice President Dave = 
Lindquist, WOLKH. 

Dave announced that the June program would 
be a presentation on antennas by Adolpf Wozniac, 
WAYWTYI. He added that there would be no ACARTS 
meetings in July, and that the August meeting would 
be the annual picnic on August 21st at the QTH of Jim, 
KBOIH. 

Dave stated the he and Jim, KB9IH, and been to 
the repeater site on the the previous Friday to turn on 
the air conditioning and see why the 443.800 MHz re- 
peater was intermittently self-keying. The repeater was 
not keying up upon their arrival, but the temperature in 
the shack was 90 degrees before the air conditioning 
was turned on.

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Correlation Between Solar Indices 
and F2 Region Ionization - Carl Luet-

Last month we looked at 
the correlation between 
sunspot number and 10.7 
cm solar flux. We found 
out that the correlation factor, R-squared, for daily 
values was around 0.5 - which indicates some, but not 
good, correlation. 


Next we looked at the correlation between monthly 
means (averages). R-squared was better - around 0.7. 
But we saw it could get even better by using smoothed 
values. We ultimately found out that R-squared was 
around 0.93 (1.0 is perfect correlation) when using a 
second-order polynomial to convert between smoothed 
sunspot number and smoothed 10.7 cm solar flux. 
Equations were given to convert from smoothed sun- 
spot number to smoothed 10.7 cm solar flux, and vice 
versa. 


This month’s column will look at the correlation be- 
tween these solar indices and what the ionosphere’s F2 
region is doing. As we did last month, we’ll first look 
at the correlation between daily 10.7 cm solar flux and 
the daily maximum useable frequency (MUF) for a 
3000 km hop. The data we’ll use is the daily solar flux 
for December 1982 and the daily MUF over the Can- 
berra (Australia) ionosonde for that same month and 
year (I already had this data worked out from another 
project, so I used it here). The result of this exercise is 
shown in Figure 1. 


It’s obvious the correlation is extremely poor, with 
an R-squared of 0.04 (no correlation is 0.0). The data 
even shows the MUF varying by a factor of almost 2 
at a solar flux of 170. I could have used the daily sun- 
spot number and daily MUF with the same result - ex- 
tremely poor correlation. And I could have used either 
solalr index with other ionsonde data, again with the 
same result - extremely poor correlation. 


It didn’t take the developers of our propagation predic- 
tion programs very long to realize this problem. Since 
the daily correlation was not acceptable, they turned 
to a statistical correlation between what the Sun was 
doing and what the ionosphere was doing. They found 
the best correlation to be between the smoothed sun- 
spot number (or smoothed solar flux) and monthly 
median (median implies 50% probability) ionospheric 
parameters. Figure 2 shows the correlation between 
smoothed solar flux and the monthly median MUF

over the Canberra ionosonde for eleven years of data 
in the month of December. 


As can be seen, the correlation is extremely good. 
This correlation is why our propagation prediction 
programs use a smoothed solar index (either sunspot 
number or solar flux), and output monthly median 
ionospheric parameters. Perhaps some day we’ll have 
a physical model of the ionosphere that takes many 
inputs (the daily solar flux, the 3-hour K index, and 
other as-of-yet undefined parameters) to come up with 
what the ionosphere is doing right now. 


But we’re not there yet, so we’ll just have to under- 
stand the statistical nature of propagation - which 
we’ll look at in next month’s column
